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Thanks to the Northern Ohio Amateur Radio Society, Northern Ohio DX 
Association, Ohio/Penn PacketCluster Network, AD1C, W5IJU, K60ZL, W6YA, 
WB8LFO, 425 DX News, 4X6ZK, DF4RD, DL8AAM, DLOZEA, IK2XSL, IK4CIE, YL2DX 
and DL9GOA & DXNL for the following DX information. 


4S, SRI LANKA. Mario, HB9BRM, will be active until April 27th, as 
4S7/HB9BRM. He can be heard daily at 1700z on 14222 or 21222 kHz and 
between 1900 and 2100z on 3780 or 7050 kHz. He is a IPARC-member and 
contacts with him add points for the Sherlock Holmes Award. QSL via 
CBA. Meanwhile, 4S7DA was heard on 14235 kHz around 0145z (QSL via 
W3HNK). Also, 4S7WP was heard active of 20 meters CW around 0100z and 
again at 1615z (QSL via Shanthi Perera, Box 80, Colombo, Sri Lanka). 


A4, OMAN. Several operators from the Radioclub of Oman are now active 
from Al Ghanam Island (IOTA-new) until April 27th. They reported that 
they will be operating on all bands using the callsign A43GI. So far, 
the only QSNs reported have been on 20 meters CW around 14005 kHz 
between 2030 and 2230z. QSL via A47RS. 


D6, COMOROS ISLAND. Adriano, IK2GNW, will be active from Comoros Island 
(AF-007) during the ARI International DX Contest, May 6 and 7. He will 
be there for one week (the week before the contest). Using a KW and wire 
antennas, his activity will be mainly SSB on 40, 80, 160 meters and WARC 
bands. QSL via IK2GNW. 


FH, MAYOTTE. Adriano, IK2GNW, will be active from here 2 to 3 days before 
his Comoros activity beginning April 30th. Details of his operations are 
the same has his D6 activity (listed above). 


DUOK, SPRATLY ISLAND DXPEDITION. Word from Robin, DU9YRG, indicates that 
this operation was cancelled at the request of the Philippine's military. 
No other details were given. 


FR/G, GLORIOSO ISLAND. FR5HG/E, who has probably gone QRT from Europa, 
was heard stating on 40 meters one morning that he will be returning to 
Glorioso in about 4 months. 


H44, SOLOMON ISLANDS. The 425 DX News reports that JA1OEM will sign 
portable H44 from April 25th to May 8th. Activity will be on all HF 
bands CW/SSB. QSL via CBA. 


IL6, SAIL ROCK, ITALY (ATTENTION PREFIX HUNTERS!). Victor, IK4CIE, 
informs OPDX that he and others will be active from here using a prefix 
that has never been used, "IL6". Four stations will be active on 20/40/80 
meters April 30th and May ist (IL6/IK4CIE, IL6/IK4IDW, IL6/I4VIC and 


IL6/IK4XQM). The island does not count for an IOTA because of the small 
distance between the rock and the mainland, but it does count for the 
Italian Island Award and for WPX. 


KP1, NAVASSA. Vance, W5IJU, reports that the Navassa DXpedition scheduled 
for the last week of April has been postponed until the last week of May 
due to transportation problems. He also reports that Al, WA3YVN (from the 
South Georgia group) has been added to the team. Al is working on the 

transportation problem and might be going along with the team to Navassa. 


KH9, WAKE ISLAND. Tom, AL7EL, is planning a trip to Wake Island and wants 
to be active as AL7EL/KH9, May 17-23rd. Activity will be on CW and SSB 
with most of the operations to be on 30, 40 and 80 meters with a special 
attention to 6 meters. 


OD, LEBANON. Zanek, SP7LSE, will be active for one year, probably as 
OD5/SP7LSE (callsign and bands of activity were not mentioned in the 
info that was sent to OPDX). 


OZ, LAESOE ISLAND. Ullrich, DL2HEB, will sign 0Z/DL2HEB/p from this 
Danish island which is located in the Kattegat group and has an IOTA 

of EU-088. Operations will take place from July 10-29th, in which 

Ullrich will be an entry in the IOTA-Contest. Activity will only be on 
CW, 5 watts QRP and 80-10 meters. Check both QRP and IOTA-CW frequencies. 


QSL NEWS...... Jerry, WB8LFO, reports that a ton of 4U49, 4U1UN cards 
were put in the mail April 20th. The 4U50UN cards will be processed as 
soon as he receives the printed 4U50UN cards (which should be printed 
soon). Jerry states that he is working on the bureau cards with the help 
of Mike, AA8EU, and that these cards will be sent out soon. Jerry wants 
to thank everyone for their patience, and when he is 100 percent caught 
up he will announce it through the OPDX Bulletin....... Jerry, WB8LFO, 
has also reported that 5R8KH and 5T5KH logs have arrived on April 20th, 
and those awaiting cards will have to wait a few more weeks until Jerry 
returns back from vacation. Also, 8P9CW cards are being printed and they 
will also be processed after his return. "Thanks for your patience", 
Jerry.......

I am in contact with a Ham 
in Brazil, who wants not to act as the QSL Manager. So I will send all 
requested QSL cards to him and he will bring the cards to Mendonca. QSL 
routes via PY1RO or others got wrong by "postsage killers". So a lot of 
Hams are still waiting for this rare one. So on April 29th, I will send 
all cards to Brazil..... 


VU7, ANDAMAN ISLANDS. Angel, WA2VUY, reports that on April 21st, at 
0200z, he worked VU2AU who had VU2JPS on Andaman Island with him. VU2JPS 
presently has an AM rig but can work CW. The VU operators are trying to 
get a SSB rig for the VU2JPS. Also, VU2JPS expects to receive a VU7 
prefix soon. VU2AU said that he'll try to have JPS with him on the east 


coast long path openings. "This station has been rumored but he does 
REALLY exist", states Angel. 


YL, LATVIA. During April 22nd to May 21st, Latvian operators will be 
celebrating 100 years of amateur radio. A special event station YL100R 
(Latvia, 100 years of Radio) will be active from Riga (the capital of 
Latvia) on all modes and HF bands, especially 160, 80 meters and the 
WARC bands. If propagation allows, 6 meters will also be used. A special 
commemorative QSL card will be available via: YL-100-R, P. Box 100, 
Riga-7, Latvia, LV-1007, Europe (EUROPE, NOT C.1I.S., NOT Russia, nor 
anywhere else). 


SV9, CRETE. Hungarian operators HAOHW, HAOET and HAODU plan to be active 
May 9-16th using SV9/homecall. Activity will be on 160-10 meters. HAQET 
will operate the RTTY and AMTOR equipment, while the other operators 
handle the CW and SSB modes. During the CQ-MIR-Contest the group plans 
to operate as SV9/HGOD/p. QSL all calls to HAOHW. 


MINIMUM SIZE RULE (MSR) ADOPTED FOR DXCC. After discussions and votes on 
MSR by the DXAC which took over a year (it began 03/01/94, not later as 
some are lead to believe and was announced publicly at the 1994 Dayton 
HamVention's DX Forum), the ARRL Awards Committee voted 5 to 2 to accept 
a modified ARRL DX Advisory Committee (DXAC) recommendation to add a 
minimum-size rule to Point 2 (Separation by water) of the Countries List 
Criteria in the DXCC rules. The new/modified rule can be found in ARRL 
Bulletin ARLDO19. EDITOR'S COMMENTS: Over the next few weeks there will 
be a few individuals who will try to over analyze this new rule and 

make statesments that "DX IS...". I agree that "DX IS...", but DXing 
comes in many forms and awards (NOTICE the "s" after awards!). There 

are many different types of awards available to DXers, but this rule 
pertains to the world's most popular DXCC Awards Program. The ARRL DXCC 
Awards Program should have higher standards than the other award 
programs or it would be no different than the others. The MSR rule was 
added to help keep the integrity of the program......
